‘The Best Breed of Fowls. 

The question ef which is the bestybreed 
of fowls narrows down to this: What 
fowl do you like best? Which style and 
color takes your eye? Can you give the 
proper housing and care that the tender 
breeds require? Wall you have to subject 
your fowls tu just ordinary houses and care? 
The breed one fancies most wiil in 
the majority cf ceses receive the best care, 
which naturally results in the most profit, 
If one prefers tine feathers and a beaututal 
form and carriage rather than a strictly 
economic fowl, there are many breeds from 


which to make a selection. Ifa general 


purpose fowl 18 wanted, the lst to select 
from was never so long as itis to-day. It 
beauty and utility combined are wanted, 
there are several breeds to select from, 
either one of which should satisfy any 
reasonable person, There is mush truth 
in the saying, ‘‘feed makes the breed.” 
The bast breei in the world, whichever oa 
may be so considered by the owner, will be 
a failure and disappointmeat it kept under 


unfavorable conditions and injudiciously 
fei. Theretore we would add to the above, 
** feed and care make the breed.’ We do 
not know of any breed which with proper 
care and feed will not’: prove reasonably 
protitable both in pigasure and money. In 
making selection one’s circumstances and 
surroundings should be taken into account 

where one breed would be perfectly hardy 
and thrive well, another breed would not 
do atall well. Therefore it behooves one 
to guard against letting a sudden fancy ran 
away with good judgment. 

Those who are just considering the sub- 
ject, I woul i earneatly advise taking plenty 
cf ume to look the field over thoroughly 
before mahing up their minds. One 1s apt 
to be favorably impressed with the appear- 
ance of a certain breed, which after due 
thought would be rejected for good and 
sufficient reason, whereas if on the first 
impulse it has been bought, it would Prove 
a disappomtment and entail! @ loss, Those 
whe are continuaily changing the breed 
very seldom are satisfied with anything 
and usually end by giving the whole up in 
disgust. 


Teaching A Calf To Drink 
There are just two things required in 
teaching a caif how todrink; the first is a 
little common sense, the second is patience, 
‘Tne common sense comes in when you con- 
sider that its nature isto look up for its 
food supply, end if you touch the top of ite 
head or nose you must expect its tendency, 
will be to follow up that direction to find 
what it isafter, Don't think a caifa day 
or two old can have a great amount of ex- 
perience, so don’t expect it to show very 
much reasoning power. You must\do that 
for them. When your patience begins to 
waver, justask yourself how much, more 
you knew when you were at the calfs age 
and it may help you to credit the calf with 
a little ~ense and enable you to overlook a 
good deal that you might otherwise attrib. 
ute to pure cussedness, 


Rules for Milking Sheds. 


Milk regularly, and, as far as possible, 
let the intervals between the milkings be 
of equal length, 

Wash the hands before milking, and be 
careful to keep the finger naile short. 

Wipe the udder and teats, aad if dirty, 
wash with chilled water, and dry thor- 
oughly. 

Never strike or kick acow, The result 
of so doing will be to lessen the yield of 


milk. 

Speak to the cow before milking; this of- 
ten prevents her being startled. 

Milk diagonally, The near-hind and 
far-fore, and the far hind and the near fore 
teats should be milked together alternate- 
ly. 

Take care to strip the cow carefully, as 
the strippings contain the most butzer-fat, 
and apy milk left in the udder tends tu 
dry the cow up. 

Never dip she fingers iato the milk when 
milking. 

Never mix the milk of a newly-calved 
cow, or of a very stale miker with that 
from the others, The milk from a newly- 
calved cow should not be sent into the dairy 
until at least five days after calving. 

In milking a heifer for the first time, be 
very careful pot to alarm her in any way,as 
bad habits, difficult to correct, are often 
formed during the first tew milkings. 

Kicking cows should be placed at the end 
of the shed. 

lf the teats are effe:ted by ‘* warts,’ 
dress the sore parts wita vase ine immed)- 
ately after milking. 

Strain the miik, carry to the dairy, and 
act it while warm from the cow, Jt should 
never be allowed to cool betora setting or 
separating, ; 

Keep the milk pails claan. 


Always clean out the n:angers after every 
meal. . 

Keep rock-salt in the manger. 

Allow the cows access to pare water, 

Preven: over-driving, and beve- ailow 
the cows to be gathered by doge.

Then the long hair of the tail is turned 
back so as to bare the place where the cut 
1a to be made, and a cord is tied about the 
tail. With akeen knife the farrier then 
hews and whitiles until the flesh and nerves 
are cut down to the bone. Then the' point 
of the knife is driven through the joint, 
severing the spinal cord, and while the 
horse gives an agonizing scream the tail 
urops into the farrier’s hand. 

The worst is not over. 

Now the charcoal furnace is brought 
forward, and red-hot irons are taken from 


glowing coals to be jabbed into the raw 
stump to stop the flow of blood. Before 
proceeding at all the doors are closed and 
the windows darkened, that no one may 
witness the crime against nature, aud bring 
both operator and procurer within the 
grasp of the law. 

Less than 200 years ago the eara of horses 
were also cropped, and this distigurement 
was a3 mueh admired as the muuiation at 
the opposite end is at the present time. 
Whether this mania will spread so as to 
include other species beside the horae and 
dog remains to be seen. With the horse 1t 
is an act of unwarranted cruelty.

RUSSIAN AFFAIRS. 


i¢ Is Not Likely That the New Czar Will 
Reverse the Foreiga Policy ef His 
Father. 


The new Czar has, during the past two 
months, seen the whole world doing homage 
to the great work of his peace-keeping 
father. He must know better than anyone 
else that the foreign policy followed by the 
late Czar was not lightly, but, un the con- 
trary, very-deliberately, chosen. It is not 
likely that he will reverse it. The firet of 
Russia's interests at the present time is 
peace. She qants peace to develop her 
growing commerce, and to enable her to 
carry out that mighty work of migration 
which is to begin when the completion of 
the trans-Siberian railway opens up the 

“vast uninhabited regiors of Ceutral Asia to 
her congested populations. As to the 
question of internal constitutional reforms, 
it can scarcely be supposed that in this re- 
spect Nicholas II. will be either willing or 


able tocontinue indefinitely the policy of 
his predecessor. His father was more of an 
anachronism than evena Czar of Russia 
need be. With his simple character, his 
reliance on the religious aspects of his office, 
and his complete realization of the part of 
a paternal autocrat, he resembied an Em- 
peror of the middle ages rather than a 
monarch of the nineteeth century. But 
Russia, with her literature and her intelli- 
gent classes, is not entirely an empire of the 
middle ages. Besides, the young Czar has 
characteristics of hopefulness. He can keep 
his own counsel, he is not a weakiing, hein 
both intelligent and cultivated. While he 
maintains the foreign policy of his father 
so far as peace-keeping 19 concerned, there 
isreason to suppose that hivattitude towards 
a more liberal administration of the Empire 
then nis father favored may be such as to 
snake Russia a very much happier and more 
habitable piace than 1t has been before. 
The news trom Russia will, therefore, be 
looked tor with great interest. It will be 
altogether a new experience for the world 
if the growth of new institutions of freedom 
and light should take the place of those re 
pressive meusures which we have been ac- 
customed to associate with the name of 


Russia.

Regard For Health Laws. 

The board of Health of eur large cities 
show an admirable desire to ferret out 
the cause and origin of those diseases which 
are recognized as communicatie ; and if, in 
their zeal for the public welfare, they 
sometimes encreach upon the liberty of the 
individual, the effort itself is none the less 
praizeworthy. 

A single case of smallpox or scarlet fever 
does not make an epidemic ; but the eani- 
tary or hygienic conditions which will breed 
the single case are generally autlicent to 
give an epidemic its proper incentive unless 
preventive steps are taken. 

We have come to understand that there 
is no auch thing as spontaneity in commun. 
icable disease ; that no case of such discase 
has any other cause than communication 
with sume other animal body previvusiy 
infected. : 

We have come to recognize, too, better 
than: ever -before, the various channels 
which are peculiar to, or which may be 
followed by, the different kinde of infec- 
tion. 

These facte, added to our increasing 
knowledgeot thedifferent germs themselves, 
by which knowledge we are able to cisasify 
them and to provide a line of treatment 
directly antagonistic to them, make it lens 
unlikely that we may sooner or later wel- 
come a complete deliverance from coatagior 
of every sort. 

This consummation must be labored for 
bya course of patient and thorjugh prevent 
joo, I+ is by stamping out the single case 
of infection that we shall not only tree the 
community from danger, but cut off the 
disease from its greatest source of strength. 

The two surest methoda of warfare of 
which we are possessed at the present tim 
ere disinfection and complete isos 
And though these measures are often bar ire 
some, and trespass more or jess upon 
private convenience, all members of the 
community are bound to protect the heath 
and welfare of the great public of which 
they form « part. 

The complete extirpation of inf 
diseases in by no means @ visionary dream 
bat its realization depends wholly upon ""* 
faithfulness with which the individual 
members of the community conform to the 
rules of hygiene.

MAY CURE LEPROSY. 


| Experiments fm Weneznela That Gives 
Slope for the Victims of the Disease. 
J 


Those who haveneen the emaciated, pain- | 


| racked bodies, and known of the hopeless 


} 
| lives of victims of ieprosy will be glad to 


jlearn that experiments are being made ia 
| Maracaibo, Venezuela, with a treatment 
which, if it will not permanently cure, will 
jat least stay the progresa of the disease. 
| The prime mover in these efforts is E. H. 
Plumacher, United States Consul in Mara- 
icaibo. He 1s aided by the directors of 
ith e lazaretto of that city and members of 
the’ Local Government. The experiments 
| thus far have resulted so satisfactorily as 
| to attract the attention of the medical pro- 
fession in various farts of South America, 
where lepers are more or iess numerous. 
An exhaustive report on the subject was 
Jeent recently to the authorities in Wash- 
{ington by Mr. Plumacher. 


while copious extracts are given from the 
daily memoranda of the physicians at the 
|lazaretto, no explanation is made of the 
medicine used. 


It is, however, the discovery of Dr. S. 
B. Bothwell, an American physician, now 
residirg in Maracaibo, who became ac- 
quainted with it while travelling in the 
| western part of the United States, Er- 
| periments were first made with lepe-:s liv- 
}ing within the city limits of Maracaibo 
| under the care of their families | Of these 
results Mr. Plumacher says :—‘‘ As to the 
| effects, I may say that 1 am well content, 
j and with increasing hope. From ti.e com- 
;mencement of the administration of the 
! medicine a general improvement could be 
‘observed. The features regained a more 
| natural aspect, and there was a marked in- 
lcrease of appetite. That the remedy 


| 


| would cure certain effects of the disease 
| was demonstrated heyond a doubt, and, 
j aithough the process of cure waa slow, it 
|was also sure and constant.*’ Such 
| success with these private patients led to 
more public and systematic trials at the 
lazaretto, or pest house, set apart exclus- 
lively for persone afilicted with leprosy. 
| This was done with the assistance of the 
| directors of this institution, and was to be 
tried for a period of five months in ten 
cases, The patierts selected were five 
men, two women, a youth, a boy of seven 
years old, and a girl of five years, In every 
case the most satisfactory results were 
| achieved, and the experimenters were more 
| than convinced of the efficacy of the re- 
medy. 
‘Mr. Plumacher was a daily visitor at the 
lazaretto, and as a result of his obser- 
vations wrote:—‘‘In my opinion the 
| remedy has surely great virtues. It has 
| arrested from the first doses the progressive 
march of the disease. I cannot affirm, 
however, that the malady will be definitely 
| and completely cured by the demonstration 


jof this remedy. As yetit is an experiment

hope.” The preparation of the medicine 
and care of the patients have proved an 
expensive undertaking—so much 80 as to 
| be beyond the means of the directors of the 
lazaretto. In this emergency the Govern- 
ment of Venezuela has been appealed to, 
and the matter will be taken up soon as a 
national affair. Medical societies and in- 
dividuals are offering tneir aid. Heretofore 
leprosy has been considered Leyond cure.

The Fliatand Steel and Rash Lishts and 
Tallow Dips of Our Ancestors. 


To the present generation it may seem 
next duor to the incredible that in the first 
years of the reign of William 1V . there were 
no lucifer matches. In lieu thereof there 
were only long matches or splints of wood, 
tipped at each end with melted sulphur, 
and, before the complicated system of dip- 
ping the sulphuretted match in concentrat- 
ed sulphuric acid came into use, these 
matches were kindled by tirst striking a 
light with flint and steel and then causing 
the spark to ignite a small quantity of tin- 
der—an inflammable substance — usually 
composed of partially burned linen. 

This simple adjunct to the process o 
obtaining a light had been in use all over 
the world from time immemorial. The 
French tinder was called ‘‘amadou,” a word 
the etymology 6i which has been fiercely 
contested, some philologers deriving it from 
the old French adjective ‘‘amadou,” 
equivalent to amorous, and conveying the 
moral idea of the sweetly agreeable sensa- 
tion of the hand coming in conta:t witha 
very. ft substance, while others trace it to 


the Latin ‘fad manum dulce.” The French 
tinder was often made of the spongy por- 
tions of mushrooms and other fungi, and 
prior to the introduction of lucifer matches 
the manufacture of a:nadou was one of 
considerable importance. Th2 cryptogamic 
substance was beaten on a block somewhat 
after the manner of felt until it became 
homogeneous, end it was shen impregnated 
with a solution of salts of nitre or simply 
pulverized gunpowder. The Germans still 
fabricate a delicate kind of amadou which 
is used in surgery for stanching hemorrhage. 
As for flint and steel, they have as com- 
pletely faded out from our domestic 
economy as they have from firearma, and 
the tinder-box is so rarely seen that it 
might well be included in an exhibition of 
old social curios, : 

With tinder and tinder-boxes has also 
vanished the rushlight which, when 
William Corbett was a boy, English cot 
tagers used to make for themselves by 
gathering rushes and dipping them success- 
ively in melted tallow until sufficient thick- 
ness of adipose matter was obtained. In 
houses where confinement was supposed to 
prevail the rushlight was placed in a japan- 
ned tin shade perforated with circular 
orifices, and the insomnolent invalid had 
the pleasure of contemplating «a large 
number of round spots of light on the ceil- 
ing reflected from ths rushlight ecreen. 
** Dips,” another form of tallow candle, 
much given to sputtering, which smelt 
abominably, have also died the death ; and 
**mould candles,” which'strove to emulate 
wax ones in their form, but hardly succeed- 
ed in doing so, have been superseded by 
cheaper candies, almost as shapely and as 
ligtt-giving as the old and costly sperma- 
ceti, Seventy years ago gas was little used;

We all know how cheap and nourishing 
the banana fruit is, and this accounts for 
its great popularity.

Weil, 
this name is no libel on the fruit, for if you 
ever live in a hot country you will soon 
learn how appropriate this new name is.
